INATTENION, INABILITY OR DISINCLINATION? 


Not long since we read the report of a diocesan director 
of the Propagation of the Faith in which was outlined the 
receipis for one year. Accompanying this report was a 
statement of the number of the people in the diocese. A 
calculation, quite conservative, indicates that 
ha contributed to this worthy cause. 

The history of the Propagation ‘of the Faith in this 
diocese would differ little, we imagine, from that in other 
dioceses whéré a persona! soliciation is not made. 

Our young people pay little attention to pulpit 
announcements. They pay less—we are speaking about the 
generality, not the exceptions—to appeals from the pulpit 
on behalf of any movement in the Church which requires 
money. There is a disinclination on the part of al) too many 
young men and women to observe the Fifth Commandment 
of the Church. 

What are the reasons for this apparent lack of zea}? It 
surely is not inability to contribute to a worthy cause. The 
mevies are supported generously; books, candy, flowers and 
all kinds of cosmetics come in for a generous portion of the 
monthly wage. 

The reason is rather one of disinclination brought about 
by woeful ignorance and lack of appreciation of missionary 
efforts. Any number of young péople, when interviewed. 
admit that they know nothing about the aim and purpose of 
the Propagation of the Faith. We must have an intelligent 
interést in the spirit of the Church and in the marvelous 
work She is accomplishing before we have aroused a rea! 
missionary spirit. 

During the season of Lent, we hope that every wage- 
earner Will lay aside @ Dollar or two for the benefit of the 
missions.
